THE ESTIMATES. 

The long-looked tor Estimates were laid 
before tho the Houso yesterday; and tbo 
fiscal requirements and resources of the 
Province for 1877 will meet the eye of the 
public through the medium of this journ- 
al to-day. In considering the Estimates 
for the current year, it will be profitable 
—nay, it will bo necessary— to refer to 
those of the years 1875 and 187G, respec- 
tively, in order lo arrive et a proper un- 
derstanding of our present financial status. 
In the Estimates for 1875 the House whs 
called on to vote $948,770 fttoimWia 
Bervice. Of this large sum bat $340 850 
(which included the subsidy of $220, 
000) was drawn from 
rntources Tho remaining 8645^000 1 
^s proposed to obtain from the Domin 
}o U Government -3150,000 on account 
of drydock, and the rest on tho capitaliza- 
tion account. In the winter of 1876, wliou 
Mr Elliott's Government came in, thev 
- found that in addition to a very largo 
sum that had been borrowed from the Do- 
minion Government, the interest: on 
which had reduced the annual sub- 
sidy from $225,000 to S207.000, pres- 
sing liabilities to tho extent of S310,- 
000 (wo quote from Mr. Humphreys 
financial statement of February, 1876) had 
to be mot, Canada jmviiiR declined to ad- 
vance any more money. It becarno neces- 
sary for tho new Government to provide 
•wayB and means for an increase of reven- 
ue, so that tho efficienoy of tho public 
service should net suffer, tho liabilities 
might be met and the credit of the coun- 
try .which had been seriously impaired by 
the recklo = s expenditure of their prede- 
cessors, might be preserved. The Gov- 
ernment accordingly inaugurated a sensi- 
ble and equitable system of taxation, 
which while it roached all classes (save 
the poorest) boro heavily on none, and 
passed a loan bill which authoiized the 
issue of debentures to the amount of 
§350,000, payable in two years from date 
of issue. The estimated revenue from all 
sources in 1876 was $380,000. It is gra- 
tifying to know that the revenue received 
(closely approximate) has slightly ex- 
ceeded this estimate, nnd that, had the 
machinery for collecting taxes been in 
working order earlier in the year (the 
House did not prorogue till lato in May) 
the estimate would have been largely ex- 
ceeded. The roud tolls, for instance, were 
not collected until Juno, by which date a 
large amount of merchandize had been 
hurried forward in anticipation of the 
toll and escaped it. The Government 
have thereforu felt jnstifiod in estimating 
an increase of about 310,500 in this one 
item. Prom real and personal taxes a 
sum much less than tho estimate was re 
ceived up to January 1st of tho present 
year; but the receipts since that date have 
large and cootiuuul. The Government 
have very properly included arrears for 
1876 under these heads in their ostimated 
revenue and havd raised the estimate of 
revenue from school tax from 818,000 to 
820,000. The income-tax, which 
was estimated to amount to 85000 
produced only 8516 rn 1876, and 
is estimated at 8750 for 1877. 
The demand for public lands has induced 
the Government to estimate the receipts 
for that source for 1877 at S20.000 against 
a revenne of $16,749 in 1876. Froii min- 
ers' cortideates are set at $10,000, tho 
actual receipts being $10,022, and miniug 
receipts (gi-nerul) ut $7,500 — the receipts 
having beeD$7, 612. Licenses exceeded $28, 
755 lust year, and are set at $28,000 for tho 
current fiscal period; tines, forfeitures and 
fees produced 311,813 in 1876, and are 
estimated at $10,000 in 1877. Fees _ of 
office are estimated at $-1,000, and reim- 
bursements in aid of expenses at $6,000, 
against $11,095 actually received in 1676. 
The road tax having been abolished when 
tho more equitable and comprehensive 
system of tuxation was introduced tho 
arrears were estimated to produce in 1876 
82,000, but yielded $5,931. The arrears 
for the current year under this hea ling 
are estimated at $500. Marriage licences 
are eslimaied to produce $500 in 1877 
ngainht $450 actually received in 1876— 
which shows that the Government havo 
faith in an increased demand for matri- 
monial nweets and felicities. Under the 
heading of wild land tax we find that $2,- 
108 was received in 1876; but the esti- 
mate for 1877 is down at $5.000— the in- 
crease being justifiable because the pame 
cause that operated to retard tho collec- 
tion of other taxes affected this tax as 
well. Tho (estimated) revenue for 1877 
is $407,350. The actual revenue for 
1876 was $380,643. Tbo revenue for 
1875 was $316,481. It will bo seen that 
tho increase of revenue in 1876 over that 
of 1875 was $40,000; and that tho revenue 
of 1877 will exceed thst of 1870 by nearly 
830,000. A country without a revenue 
cannot hope to borrow largely, and so 
long as our rulors hesituted to resort to 
taxation they could not hope to fioat de- 
bentures for even small sums at a high 
rate of iutortst. Mr. Walk. em found this 
out to his sorrow and tho Province's cost 
i- 10.7.1. „,i,an bo tried to borrow $800,000 
in London on the autnoruy ut ,» Loan 
Bill and faded, because he could not show 
that tho rovonuo resources of tho country 
were sufficient to pay tho civil list and 
meet tbe interest and sinking fund of the 
loan as well. Tho Loan Act passed at tho 
instance of tho present Government was 
based on the security of tho Provincial 
revenues; and would huvo been success- 
fully floated had a sinking fund been pro- 
vided and had tho loan extended ovor a 
period of 15 or 10 yenra. In thoso parti- 
culars tho lato Finance Minister seriously 
blundered; aud it is believed tho piosent 
Finnnoo Miuister contemplates tho intro- 
duction of a scheme that will provide for 
the current year's deficit and the redemp- 
tion of tho floating debt of tho Province 
on tho sinking fund principle. The defi- 
oit of 1H75 was $578,000. That of 1870, 
£333,000: that of 1877 (estimated) $li(i,- 
714. Al .lough 3714,427 was voted Inst 
year for expenditure, $203,360 of the 
amount was requirod to pay off liabilities 
left unprovided for by tho Wdlkein Gov- 
ernment. Tho amount voted for 1H76 
(exclusive of liabilities amounting to 
8203,360) was $451,066 84. Tho sum ask- 
ed for 1877 (iuolusive of liabilities) is 
8603 542— a decrease of 8116,000. It will 
bo seen by referring to the summary of 
eHimited expouditure for tbo current 
tear that the items of miscellaneous, edu- 
cation administration of justice, lunatio 
ftsvlum, and interest, have been some- 
what increased. In the items of police 
and gaols, printing office, revenue sei- 



Burvovs, works and buildings, 
roads', streets and bridges and graving 
dock, there is a reduction. In sal- 
aries there is an increase of 84043, 
The salary of the Fourth Minister is in- 
cluded in this increase Some economies 
are introduced by the amalgamation of 
offices which will not impair the efficien- 
cy of the public service; and the salaries 
of a few old and worthy officers havo been 
slightly inoreased. 

On tho wholo the country will find 
caese for congratulation in the Estin ntea 
under discuss'on. The revonuo p -ospects 
aro bright. Tho amount voted for pub- 
lic works is not so large as that voted last 
year. This is duo to tho fact that tho 
tremendous liabilities incurred by tho 
Walkem Government still hang like a 
millstone around tho necks of tho people. 
But tho sum available for improvements 
is still considerable, and thero is now a 
capable nnd efficient gontloman at the 
head of tho Lunda & Works who will see 
that the money is judiciously expended.

EXCLUSIVE TO THE COLONIST- 



By referring to our files wo find that 
the steamship George S. Wright sailed 
from Portland early in January, 1873, for 
Sitka. She coaled at Nanaimo; touched 
at Fort Tongas on tho upward passage 
and reached Sitka after a stormy passage 
about tho 18th of tho same month. After 
discharging cargo and mails she ran 
across to the fishery station of Charles 
Waldron and took iii800barrela of salmon, 
200 barrels of oil, 6 packages of skins and 
furs. She Bailed from Khivok on tbo 
25th Jauuary for Nanaimo direct, und 
was not seen again. Nearly a month af- 
terwords three canoes filled withKimsqut 
Indians reached Victoria and reported 
that they bad discovered portions of tbo 
wreck of a steamer on tho beach at Capo 
Caution, a promontory on tho northeast 
coast of this Island, nearly opposite the 
northern end of Vancouver Island. They 
brought with tliooi packages of furs aud 
skins that had formed part of the cm-go 
und the nume-board of the steamer. War- 
vessels were sent out by the Bi-iti-.li and 
American authorities to search for surviv- 
ors; but n jue wore found. The body of 
a boy and subsequently tho body of a 
man, both with lifupreservers on, wore 
picked up during tho succeeding spring, 
and portio-is of the wreck havo frequent- 
ly been aeon by travelers along the North- 
west Coast. Tbe theory founded on re- 
cent developments is that the throe-canoe 
loads of Kimsquts, who came here with 
the relics in the month of February suc- 
ceeding the disaster, encountered a sum 
her of tho But vivors on tho beach, mur- 
dered them all and robbed I ho bodies of 
money and clothing. Thero were on 
board the George S. Wrisht at tho time 
she sailed from Kluvock, thiriy one per- 
sons. T. J. Ainsley was Captain, B. F. 
Weidler. purser; John Sutton, chief en- 
gineer; James Minor, stcond engineer; 
Daniel Noonan, 1st mate; Wm. Piice, 2d 
mate, aud there was the ship's comple- 
ment of stewards, stokers and seamen 
The passengers were Major Walker, U. S. 
Army Paymaster, and wife; Lieutenant 
Bogers, U S. A., and servant; Chas. Wal- 
dron, Chas, Kincaid, of Sitka, aud John 
Williams and a Frenchman from tho Omi- 
neca mines. 



MINORS'TEOTECTIOH" BILL. 

D003 tho reference of this wholesome 
nnd necessary measuro to a Select Com- 
mittoe mean its extinction ? We hopo not, 
but there is very little confidenco to bo re- 
posed in the efficacy of Select Commit- 
tees. A Bill is generally referred by tho 
House at the instance of some honorable 
member who, though socrolly opposed to 
its principle, fears to vote against it. Once 
in Soleot Committee it may bo changed so 
that its promoler will not be able to re- 
cognize it;or it may be shelved altogether 
through tho Committee failing to roport 
to the House. The Bill under discussion 
deserves a better fate, because it aims at 
preserving the youth of this Province 
from the many pitfalls that besot them. 
Its object is to prevent minors drinking, 
loitering or remaining in or about places 
where wiueu, spirits, beer or other fer- 
mented or iutosicatiiiK liquors are sold, 
without the consent in writing of the 
parents or guardians of such minors hav- 
ing lirst been obtained. The penalty falls 
on the keoper of tho establishment, and 
involves, on conviction, tho inevitable 
loss of his license and fine or imprison 
ment. No one can enter some of the 
many saloons in Victoria without being 
struck with tlie extreme youth of many of 
tho«o who aro habitually seen therein, 
sowing tbo seeds of bad habits and of dis- 
eusound early death in their systems. 
Why parents and guar Hans should per- 
mit their boys to frequent such places is 
incomprehensible; but that some do can- 
not bo disputed. In tho Bill now boforo 
tho Select Committee tho holder of a li- 
cense is made directly responsible for the 
harboring on his premises of boys that 
havo broken through restraint at home; 
whilst the boys whoso parents seo 
no evil in their sons frequenting bar- 
rooms, must supply them with a permit 
to do so. Wo earnestly hope tho Bill will 
'"■ orioflrtily reported and that it will be- 
come law during the present susaiuu.

EUROPE. 
London, April i. — A correspondent 
writes in the Post on the subject of Bis- 
marck's application for a furlough, by 
whom it is considered to have been in- 
spired. Tbo urticlo concludes: 

We boliovo tho empire will still have to 
stand tho severest test, and that tho hour 
the trial may bo nearer than is generally 
supposed. It is Bismarck's duty to spare 
himself for that hour. 

Berlin, April 4. — The Kruetz Zsitung 
stales positively that Bismarck insisted on 
being put on tho pension list, which is 
equivalent to total resignation. 

London, April 4. — Tiie Times in alead- 
iug article commenting on Prince Bis- 
marck's well known difficulties relative 
to internal affairs says: It cannot ba over- 
looked that Prince Bismarck's retirement 
is simultaneous with tbe acceptance of tho 
protocol. Prince Bismarck's power natur- 
ally prompts men to connect his retire- 
ment with tho greatest event in contem- 
porary hi story. 

London, April 4 — A Berlin correspon- 
dent of the Times says the chief obstacle 
to tlio conclusion of peace b 'tween Mon- 
tenegro and Turkey is removed. Russia 
advised Montenegro to renounce her de- 
mand for Nicsio and content herself with 
tho cess ou of Kini zia or Kolo-tchia. Tho 
forte in recognition to tiiis advances, ends 
lloonff Pasha as a special ambassador to 
St. Petersburg to try and remove any 
further difficulties. 

The protocol only records thoso de- 
mands of tho conferonco which had not 
been previou-ly rejected by the Porte, 
aud tho dispatch of Reouff Pasha to St. 
Petersburg is regardod almost as a guar- 
antee of arrangement. It is certain that 
Montenegro will make no difficulties if 
Russia is willing to como to terms. 

The Times' Belgrade special notices the 
disposal of foreign officers who were re- 
cently io the Servian service and other 
countries Hostile to Turkey anil says. It 
is stated 100 of tho Ru-sian red cross cav 
airy arrived at Ja-sy, aud arranged hospi- 
tals thero. Indications on the political 
horizon suggest that while diplomatists 
aro quibbling over the meaning of words 
events aro drawing a cordon around 
Turkey which may soon furnish u sur- 
prising spectacle to Europe. 

Vienna, April 5 —Both diplomatic ac- 
tions which were to have followed the sig- 
nature of tho protocol und tho propo.-als 
about disarmament havo encountered 
difficulties. The Porte *oems disposed to 
resent tho steps taken by tho Powers in 
passing resolutions without its consent.

Mr. Davie moved tho Committee rise 
and report tho But complete with amocd- 
meut. Carried.

governor's speech. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe moved that a supply 
be granted to H^r Majesty. Carried. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe then moved for a 
Corn Jiittoo of tho Wliolo to morrow tocon- 
sider the supply. Carried. 

Hod. Mr. Siuilbo uuved for a Commit- 
tee of the Wnole to consider ways and 
. means on Tuesday. 

THE ESTIMATES 

Woro then laid before the Houso. 

Dr. Ash wished to ask whether the Gov- 
ernment intended to umbo any inquiry as 
to how copies of tho estima'es wore issued 
to outsiders before to the Hoube? 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said that as soon a» 
the question was raised yesterday lie en- 
quired and discovered that a copy of the 
estimates had "been sent to The Colon.st 
office, and ho had immediately had it re- 
called. Mr. Wolfenden had informed him 
yesterday when he was going to luueh 
that Mr. Higgins had a-ked to have a 
copy sent over to Thk Colonist office and 
requested to know if there was any objec- 
tion to his doing so. Ho (Mr. Smithe) 
said ho told Mr. Wolfenden that he was 
going to lay tho estimates before tho 
House as sooo as it met, aud ho did not 
think there could bo any uurniin sending 
the copy asked for. 

Mr. Elliott i-aid that permission was 
given (as he stated yesterday J without his 
being aware of it. 

Mr. Walkem asked whether the Finauce 
Minister had given permission for tho 
distribution of tho estimates? 

Dr. a-h said he was to d i'liB Colonist 
had a copy as early as ten o'clock in the 
morning. 

Mr Walkem asked whothor the Minis- 
ter of Finance had given authority to any 
one to send out the estimttes. 

Hon. Mr. rfmitho repeated that while 
on tho way to lunch yesterday Mr. Wolf- 
enden a-tked him if he had any objection 
to u copy of the estimates being sent to 
Tne Colonist ollice, as ho h id been ap- 
plied to fur one. As he (Mr. Smithe) 
iu ended to lay tho estimates before the 
House at 2 o'clock he said ho had nu-. ob- 
jection to a copy being sent to Tun Col 
onist for mo alter thoy had boon laid be- 
fore the House. 

Mr. HuuiDhivys said ho heard tho Min- 
ister Of Finance say yesterday ho had 
distributed no copies directly or iu- 
di redly. 

Hon. Mr. Smiiho said that when tho 
mat.or was mentioned in tho Houso he 
diil not know that copies h id been sent, 
but ho went to tho printing office and iu- 
qnired, and ho then instructed Mr. 
Wolfenden to recall tno couioi, which he 
did. 

Mr. Armstrong naid tho Financo Minis- 
ter wis trying to throw tho blame on tho 
printer. 

A chorus of voices — - 'No, no. 
Mr. Armstrong said that yesterday the 
Miu.stor of Finance distinctly denied that 
he had sent out any eop.os. Now ho 
acknowledged giving perm ssion to Thb 
CoLONIsT. Why wis not the same privi- 
lege extended to the oilier paper? Ho 
moved for a com m ttou i f inquiry. 

Hon Mr. Elliott siid the the Miuistor 
of Financo hul already explained that ho 
was asked bv the printer if he might send 
n copy to The Colonist, and in stating 
that ho oast no reflection on tho Queen's 
Printer (hoar.) 

Mr. Walkem said that the Minister of 
Financo had stated yesterday that tho 
copios woro oil in his desk. 

Capt. Evans— And ho said that if any 
copies had got out thoy must have boon 
abstracted from his desk. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said what he bad said 
yesterday ho would repeat to-day, which 
was that copios had not been circulated 
by him outside of tho Houso or inside 
(hoar, hear.) Ho might have made the 
statomont yesterday that Mr. Wolfenden 
had authority from him to sotid a oopy to 
The Colonist, Unt did do so because ho 
was not aware that the authority had 
been acted on (hoar.) Ho thought Mr. 
Wolfenden might have discovered that 
the estimates had not boon presented as 
expeotod, and that ho might not have 
given out any copies (hoar, hear.) Ho 
bad gone to the printing office to inform 



himself and when he returnod the ques- 
tion bad dropped and the Houso was in 
committee. 

Mr. Humphreys said he heard the 
editor of the Standard say that two oopios 
hnd been given to The Colonist— one 
early in the morning at 10 a.m., the other 
in the afternoon. How could tho Minis- 
tor of Finance ssy he know nothing about 
them? 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said if Tub Colonist 
had a copy of the estimatos in tho morn- 
ing ho know nothing of it. Ho had not 
given permission to send a copy until 
lunch time. 

Mr. Smith said a man from tho Standard 
office informed him that The Colonist 
had rocoived a copy of the estimates in 
the morning, and anoihor copy in the af- 
ternoon, his informant assorting thnt a 
boy in The Colonist olBoe had told him 
so. The whole thing was not worth talk- 
ing about, and if ho wore in tho Ministry 
ho would give copios to whoever ho 
r>!>nKn (cheers.) 

Mr. Williams said no wua iu Vug lobby 
at the time roforred to by Mr. Smith aud 
did not hear tho person from tho Standard 
-ay that a boy had told Km, The Col- 
onist had received a copy; but ho said 
The Colonist had got a copy in tho morn- 
ing aud another in tho afternoon. 

Mr. Walkem— Lot the printer como bs- 
fore thb Bar of the House and bo ques- 
tioned (laughter.) 

Mr. Speaker — Whoro is the authority 
for that course? 

Hun. Mr. Elliott — Lot us have a com- 
mittco of inquiry. This fuss is all made 
for party purposes (cheers) and really 
there is nothing in it. 

Dr. Tolmie said tho Miuistor of Fi- 
nance had thrown no blame on tho prin- 
ter, and his explanation was satisfactory. 
He fully expected tho Estimates to come 
before the House yesterday. Tho hon. 
gentlemen of tho Opposition wore mak- 
ing a mountain out of a molehill (ehoers.) 

Dr. A-di called on the Minister of Fi- 
nance to call witneasos in explanation of 
thi" matter. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho said ho would like 
very much to have tho matter settled and 
thought a committee should bo appointed 
to investigate. 

Mr. Fisher said the explanation of tho 
Miuistor of Finance was most satisfactory. 
(Cheers.) 

Mr. Speaker said the proposition to 
place the printor at tho Bar of tho Houso 
was absurd. A oommitteo of inquiry 
should bo appointed. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said thnt ho did not 
know until ho was told after tho discus- 
sion had arisen in thh Houso that copios 
had actually been givon to The Colonist, 
when he hoard that they had; he immedi 
atoly went to the printing office and had 
them recalled. 

Mr. Speaker showed from "May" that 
tho printor could not be placed at tho 
Bar. 

Mr. Walkem said two stories h id been 
told and tho thing was how to get at the 
truth of tho matt jr. 

Mr. Armstrong movod that the Stand- 
ing Orders bo suspended and that a So 
lect Committee bo appointed to investi- 
gate. Carried. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott hopod that this Com- 
mittee would bo named by Mr. Armstrong, 
which was done, Messrs. Armstrong, Da- 
vie, Walkom, Ash and Mara being ap 
pointed.

APPEALS FROM JUSTICES RILL. 

Hon. Mr. El.iolt naid tho object of this 
Bill i< to give power to persons who con- 
sider themselves improperly oonvioted to 
appeal it in no wiso conflicts with tho Ca- 
n alien acts as it do .Is only with acts made 
in thii Province and ho moved that it bo 
now ro id a second time. Carried. 

The House then wont into Committee 
with Mr. Dickenson in the char. 

Clause 1 and 2 passed. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott moved Committee rise 
and report tho Bill complete without 
amendment. Tho report to be considered 
to-monow. Carried, 

Adjourned debate on Mr. Humphreys' 
motion respecting tho Carnarvon settle- 
ment. 

Tho Speaker would say that this was 
out of order for tho subject had been dealt 
with. 

Mr. Humphreys could not boo that, for 
it was an ad journed debate. 

Tho Speaker said it had been adjourn- 
ed to onable the reply co como before tho 
Houss and that in that reply this question I 
had boon decided. 

Hon. Mr. Vornon said this motion was I 
never up for debate, but was a resolution 
and ouly a tew remarks had boon mado on 
; it. 

Mr. Humph rays said a mo rubor of this 
House who introduced a resolution for a 
certain day nnd anothor member puts in 
similar motion then Huh latter motion 
wonld bn out. of ordor. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott Baid that if this was 
the substanoo of a matter dealt with by 
tho Houso the othor day, then this resolu- 
tion is out of order and the Bonuo oannot 
d«*l with it. 



_1 

Mr. Humphreys said that hon. Mr. El- 
liott's motion of the othor day was out of 
ordor. 

Mr. Mara acting as Speaker said ho had 
given his decision that this was out of 
order, but that as the Speakor had arriv- 
ed, ho wonld refer it to him. 

Mr. Armstrong said it was distinctly 
understood ti<nt this had been adjournal 
for tho sake of allowing tho Attorney-Gen- 
eral to bring in tho reply, and that this 
resolution should have been brought 
in then, but us it had not aud as the mat- 
ter had been dealt with in that leply, 
therefore it was now out of ordor. 

Tho Speaker said that the matter should 
have been dealt with whou first introduc- 
ed, but as it had boon adjourned for tho 
sake of having the reply before the Houso 
and tho reply having been passed, that it 
had shut out this resolution entirely and 
tho Houso would bo stultifying itself iu 
allowing it to be in order. 

Mr. Humphreys said this request was 
really to reaffirm the stand taken by tho 
Hoti«H last, session. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott explained that thoy 
wore alike, as Mr. Humphreys' motion 
said that thoy objoct to alter tho tortus, 
and the fourth clause of tho reply says 
that thoy object to any reopening of tho 
terms. 

Mr. Fisher wished to know whether tho 
Speaker had decided this question, aud if 
so, why was this still being debated. 

Mr. Humphreys said that iu his resolu- 
tion ho asked tuo Houso whetiior they 
agreed with their decision of last session? 
The Government have merely intimated 
that they do uui think it advisablu to ao- 
cept a monoy payment in liou of tho 
Island railway. 

Dr. Tolmie said the hon. gentleman had 
stated his views with great moderation, 
but ho (Dr. Tolmie) thought ho was la- 
boring hard to prove a distinction where 
there was no difference. Ho says clause 
5 only contains ono subject, whereas it 
contains two, and tho Jatter, which is 
the most important, says that they do not 
think it advisable to reopen tho term-; 
and that is agreeing with the resolution 
of the House last session. 

Mr. Armstioug referred to the de- 
spatch of last hetoion, haying that they 
do not want moro delay than possible 
and tho reply of this session says that 
they only agree to tho delay of ono sum- 
mer, whioh Lord Carnarvon says is neces- 
sary, aud by this they agree with the re- 
solution of last year, but as tho Speaker 
had given his decision ho thought that if 
this was not to bo abided by that the 
Houso should bo appealed to." 

Capt. Evans advised ttie hon. gentle- 
man to withdraw his resolu ion. 

Mr. Mara said ho hud opposed tho Car- 
narvon terms from the commencement, 
but did not seo that those terms had been 
iu auy way reopened. This resolution 
was allowed to stand over till the reply- 
came forward, and when ho (Mr. Hum- 
phreys) says that no other matter could 
be taken up before this he is wrons, for 
it was by the express wish of the Hou^e 
that hi< resolution was udjourued. He 
(Mr. Mara) nmint lined thnt tho Carnar- 
von terms are slid intact aud tho House 
has done nothing to invalidate those 
terms. 

Mr. Humphreys said ho assented to the 
adjournment because ho believed tho 
Government would bring down a docn 
ment reaffirming the terms; but in his 
opinion they had not done so, aud conse- 
quently ho bad produced this resolution, 
but would abide by tho Speaker's deci- 
sion. 

The Speakor said tho House would be 
stultifying itself by allowing it t ) be in 
order for it had been settled by the Re- 
ply. 

Revised Laws, No. 4. Bill discharged. 

Election Regulation Amendment Bill, 
No. d, also disc arged. as they had been 
dealt with in another Bill already passed. 

DALLOT AMENDMENT HILL. 
Mr. Beaven said the Bill proposed two 
things, una in reference to the counting 
of tho votes, and another in reforence to 
the marking of tho ballot, ho had thought, 
it expedient to drop the former on uc- 
cout of its being likely to work injurious- 
ly. With reference to the marking 
of the ballot it was-i possible now to tind 
out how every man voted. This Bill 
would prevent this being done, and now 
moved tho second reading of tho Bill. 

Mr. Smith did not see why this was re- 
quired, for in his opinion ihoro is really 
no difference in the way th s Aot pro- 
poses to work nnd in tho working of tho 
present Act. He thought the Act worked 
very well and that it would bo better to 
let it remain as it stood. Ho had never 
heard a single complaint against it. 

The Bill was read a second time and 
committed with Cipt. Evans in tho Chair. 
Clauses 5, 2 aud 3 passed. 
Mr. R. Smith said the Ballot Act work- 
ed well aud could not sec tho uso of tam- 
pering with it, and would move that the 
committee rise. 

The motion was lost. 
Mr. Mar i, though he did not vota for 
the. committee rising, yet could not see 
the necessity of altering an Aot whioh 
worked so well; it wai almost impossible 
to toll how over i one was voting however 
closely ono might watch. 

Mr Beaven said that ho had himsolf 
soon men checking oil the votos by watch- 
ing tin! number on tho ballot paper, and 
cortainly thought that something should 
be done to stop it. There is vory little 
difference between this Act and tho one 
now in forco. Mr. Beaven moved that 
tho committee rise and report and ask to 
sit again. 

Hon Mr. Elliott said that ho was in 
favor of tho Bill, for ho know that certain 
irregularities had occurred and would 
agree to tho committee rising and report. 
Tuere were certain thiugs in the Bill 
which ho was sure tho hon. gontloman 
would not object to being amended. 

Mr Beaveu's motion was oatried, Coni- 
mi'too to sit again to morrow. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott movod that tho House 
nt its rising do stand adjourned till 2 p m. 
to-morrow. 

House adjourned at 10 p. m.

funds necessary to support thoir wives and children 
during a lengthened strike. 

The strike wa-. made at the instigation of not more 
thau half adoz u men, whose nam-s I could men- 
tion, and was not at ail'aocorduig to the wishes or 
inclination* of tho great bulk of the men, who were, 
as » general thing, making, belter wages in fewer 
hours (as they have bfteu told me) than they had 
ever done In their lives, and were quite satisfied with 
their places; but it is a well known tact that it oven 
one coal mluer makes a proposition lo ttaud out for 
ln-rease of wapus, whether right or wrong, tho whole 
crowd aro bonud to follow— each man being afraid 
of expressing a contrary opinion lest he should be 
Called »•• blackleg." 

This was tho caso In tho present strike, and It 
would have been ended long ago and the men been 
peaceably at work again »t the old price, if some of 
the lead. m of the sirike had not gone to extremities 
and made charges through sheer maltce against Mr. 
Duu-niuir and tax Manager of the mine,' which wera 
fuliydisprovid befi.re a lull bench of Magistrates. 

These men, or course, know very well that they 
Will never bo omployed again at auy prbe, and are 
Bfrjf selfishly striving to involve the whole of tneir 
fellow rulu rs iu general ruin and distress in order 
th»t they may h»ve the miserable satlalactlon of be- 
lieving that lhc> are puttiugthe Masters to a Utile 
trouble and expel Be; but If tho mini rs of Wellington 
who 1 know want to work will take my advice, they 
will quietly go to those disturbers or the general 
peace and ► a>— Uentleuirn, you have done enough; 
we ire qu,'o satisfied nith your -.flirts; but go back 
to your gold mines and for Uod's lake stay there, and 
then we may have ihe peace and general satisfaction 
back again, which we BiwayB enjoyed beforo you 
came amongst us.
